The Odyssey of the Mind Eastern Regional Tournament was held on 
Saturday, March 3™ at Wakefield High and Middle Schools. If you've 
never experienced one of these competitions, imagine teams of stu- 
dents solving interesting technical problems and presenting their solu- 
tions in a theatric manner that includes costumes, makeup, props, music, 
etc. Odyssey of the Mind has it all and appeals to both left and right- 
brained folks alike.

here's the description provided by OOM for “Out of the Box Balsa”: 


The team's problem is to design, build, and test a structure made of balsa wood and 
glue that will balance and support weights. The team is allowed to use materials other 
than balsa wood and glue to assembly the parts of the structure. The structure will be 
designed to fit completely inside a box that is smaller than the assembled structure. 
When competition time begins, the team will remove the parts and assembly materials 
from the box, creatively assemble its structure, and test it by placing weights on it.

this the need to tell a story involving the structure as well as 
the box it comes out of and you begin to get the picture!

In addition, 
fourteen other radio-equipped volunteers helped make this one of the smoothest running 
tournaments we've seen. Some were assigned as shadows and were attached at the hip to the 
regional director, tournament director, site coordinator, and hospitality coordinator — handling 
radio traffic to and from them for the day. Others were assigned to a room where the compe- 
tition for a specific problem was held and like shadowing, their job was to handle radio traffic 
in and out of that room. Finally, all radio traffic was coordinated through a net control station. 
This year's station was set up just inside the door at the high school. The 2 meter station and 
Ruby 270 antenna (at ~30 feet) served the HT traffic from the 2 buildings very well.
